PROBLEM ; 

1. To designate a USAF Liaison Officer for GCHQ on all matters con- 
cerning the interception and analysis of foreign non-communications 
electronic emissions. 

FACTS AND DISCUSSION : 

2. In a letter dated 3 April 1952, the British Joint Chiefs of Staff 
advised the United States Joint Chiefs of Staff of the change in the British 
arrangements for the interception and analysis of foreign non-communications 
electronic emissions and proposed that Squadron Leader R. J. Mitchell, of 
the British Joint Services Mission, act as liaison officer for GCHQ with 
United States authorities on matters of this nature. In addition, JCS 
was invited to nominate United States Liaison Officers for GCHQ on these 
matters* 

3. The above-referenced letter was forwarded to the Joint Electronic 
Warfare Panel, on which the Director of Intelligence is represented, for 
consideration and the preparation of a reply* It was agreed that S/L 
Mitchell was acceptable and should perform the liaison function for GCHQ 
on matters of this nature* It was also agreed that Lt Colonel William 
S. Trites, and officers subsequently assigned to the position now held 
by him, should be designated as the USAF Liaison Officer for GCHQ on 
all matters of this nature*
